It was a govern­ 
m ent incapable of m eetlrg the city’s 
needs even in d«t>& of p r u »erity. 
In the face of the great disaster, 
the government was paralyzed 
It 
simply quit, and the citizens who 
were left had to create an emergency 
governm ent and build 
from 
the 
ground up. 
It was then th a t they 
hit upon the commission plan; a plan 
th a t promised efficiency a t least. 
At first the commission was a p ­ 
pointed by the governor. 
Then the 
legislature sanctioned that form of 
governm ent and provided th re e ap- 
jpointive and two elected commis­ 
sioners. 
A test after some m onths 
oj>eration showed th a t plan to be in 
violation of the Texas constitution. 
The wholly elective commission fol­ 
lowed. 
As is pretry well known now by 
everybody, the plan is to place In the 
hands of a small uody of men, In this 
case five, elected a t large from the 
city, all the functions of city gov­ 
ernm ent, legislative and executive. 
Galveston has five commissioners or 
counoilmen, one of whom is mayor. 
This was a little more than ten 
years ago. 
The story of Galveston s 
success with commission governm ent 
is little short of marvelous. 
There 
was plenty of room for improvement.

T he m an a t the head of the e n te r­ 
prise is a F ren chm an b y b irth, of the 
nam e of Adnlphe Rrezet, and his center 
of activity has b « *« *u ¡11 the British cap­ 
ital for a n um b er of y ears. 
As chief 
of the governm ent of the Counani Free 
S tate he has b een giving worry to B ra­ 
zil.

they are fully entlt 1***1. 
The govern­

Regio n Kno wn as El Do rado . 
Legends have It tha t Counani is the 
ancient region know n to the people of 
E urope as El Dorado. 
The m onks who 
originally entered the region created 
extensive agricultural centers up to 
the tim e of their exnulslon and set the 
natives to cultivating cacao, coffee, etc. 
T he territory has b een claimed b y b oth 
F ran ce an d Brazil, b ut has really n ev­ 
er b een occupied or actually governed 
b y either of t!.*» se claim ants. 
It w as 
b ecause of this unsettled condition tha t 
the native C ounanians in 
1874 pro­ 
claimed their independence and esta b ­ 
lished a governm ent of their own. T he 
first president, M. ( ’b aton, w as elected 
b y the people. 
H e drafted for them a 
constitution which b ears his name. M. 
C haton died in 
1880. 
Paul C artier 
succeeded to the presidency . 
In 1885 a commission w as dispatch*» « ! 
to Cay enne. This deputation w as com­ 
posed of Counani leaders and w as of­ 
ficially received and entertained b y the 
governor of French Guiana. 
M. C ar­ 
tier w as succeeded in 1880 b y Jm e s 
G res, and under (his executive the 
prim itive constitution of the country 
w as modified. 
D uring this tim e nei­ 
the r the C ounanlan declaration of in ­ 
dependence nor the Internal acts of a u­ 
thority w ere in any w ay questioned 
b y the rival claim ants. 
The Counani- 
nns accepted this silence as a recogni­ 
tion of their rights 
Jules Gros died in 1801, and the elec­ 
tion which followed jn 1802 resulted in 
A dolphe Brezet’s b eing raised to the 
presidency . 
M. Brezet had lived in 
the Amazon district since 1876 and had 
w on the confidence of the Indian popu­ 
lation. 
In 1804 M. Brezet resigned of­ 
fice. 
ITls successor rem ained a t the 
! head of affairs for only a y ear. 
The 
grand council did not appoint another 
! president, b ut conferred virtually those 
| pow ers upon the ranking officer of the 
council, M. Franken. 


“ Mapa Incident.” 
This b rings us down to the “M apa 
! incident” of May 17», 1807» , due to the 
discovery of th** rich deposits of gold 
and precious 
sto n es. As a consequence 


j of this conflict b etw een tlu* F rench and 
the Brazilians, the claim ants decided 
to leave to arb itration the question of 
their rights. Accordingly , the protocol 
of April 10, 1807, w as signed, and this 
later gave b irth to the decree known 
uner the nam e of the Bern arhltra 
tiou.

A general election w as ordered in 
, Counani in Ja n uary , 1901, jus t one 
m onth a fte r the decree of Bern, and on 
Feb . 1, 1001, Brezet w as re-elected chief 
of the governm ent <»f the free state.

custom, 
he 
adopted an Indian nam e and is there 
know n as F ay an u Assu. 
W ithout going into the particulars of 
the sub sequent history of Counani It is 
enough to say tha t the various arm ed 
expeditions hH\ e b een successfully re 
pelled b y the natives of the free state, 
and their governm ent of them selves for 
thirty six y ears has b « *en In full force 
and effective. 
The 
Brazilians have 
claimed dom inance b y occupancy of 
the territory of Aricnry , b ut the Couna 
Ilians declare that these officials have 
exercised no real authority and have 
therefore b een without force or effect 
in adding value to tlu* Brazilian claim 
of control. 
In opposition to this the 
C ounanians affirm th** existence of a 
national governm ent, regularly estab 
lished, which has b een ab le to prevent 
aJ| efforts of Brazil tow ard occupancy 
oF the land.

T he forest lands of C ounani are very 
j rich in rub b er trees, eb ony and m ahog 
any , and the soil responds profusely to 
cultivation.
